.New York, Sept. 2.—More than, 200 


policemen, Including nine lieutenants 
'find eighteen sergeants, have been re- 
moved from soft Jobs in the court ol 
special sessions and sent back to po- 
lice duty. .Some of them did not know 
the way to tho stations where they 
must servo the city, so long have they 
been away from'patrol duty. . 


The Judges of the court don't know 


just what to do. . The new inferior 
courts law specifies that temporary 
assignments of policemen 
may 
be 


made to magistrate's courts,.but no 
provision IB made for special sessions, 
where there will be no police to guard 
prisoners. 


The next meeting of tho judges will 


not be hold until Sept. 17, and in tho 
meantime the Judges will be com- 
pelled to get along as beet they can 
without the policemen formerly' as- 
signed to the court. The court Is also 
without probation officers, whose ap- 
pointment Is provided for In a similar 
manner under the new law governing 
the lower courts of tho city.

ties to assign men'.from his depart- 
ment to look out for the prisoners,

some authority. Special officers will 
also be asked of the.sheriff, and these, 
In .addition to several subpoena serv- 
ers, the, Judges are confident, will be 
capable of caring for the prisoners. 


•• No dcdlslon has been reached re- 
garding tho appointment of probation 
officers under the law. It Is the belief 
of the magistrates 'that the new law 
permits the appolntmont of these ofll 
cora by the magistrates themselves, 
but the civil service commission de- 
clares tho officers must bo selected at. 
ter competitive examinations.

building up the strength of children.
